Nixon says suggestion to resign is poppycock’

President Nixon said today any 
suggestion that he might resign the 
presidency 
is 
“ just 
plain 
poppycock.” 
‘‘Let others wallow in Water­ 
gate,” Nixon said with emotion. 
“We are going to do the job we were 
elected to do.” 


The President made the remarks 
in a spontaneous speech to a 
gathering of White House officials, 


staffers and secretaries on the steps 
outside his Oval Office after leaving 
Bethesda Naval Hospital where he 
had 
spent the last eight days 
recovering from viral pneumonia. 
On his return to the White House 
in a motorcade from Bethesda in 
su b u rb an 
M ary lan d , 
Nixon 
forcefully 
served 
notice to the 
country —and to his critics —that he 
was staying in the White House. 


“ Some 
very 
well-intentioned 


people think the burdens of the 
office ... the rough assaults bring on 


illness,” 
he 
said. 
“ Some 
have 
suggested that I slow down ... Some 
have suggested that 1 resign.” 


He then declared, using a wave of 
his 
hand 
for 
emphasis; 
“ Any 
suggestion that this President is 


going to slow down or leave this 
office that he was elected to is just 
plain poppycock.” 


“ We re going to stay on this job " 
He added “ We realize in this 
office, where the great decisions are 
going to be made, that we must give 
the job all that we have ' 


It was one of the few times that 
Nixon in person has mentioned 
Watergate, which has engulfed his 
administration and has seen some of 
his former top advisers and aides 
accused of advance knowledge of 
the plot or complicity in covering it 


up. 
Speaking 
with 
apparent 
deep 
emotion, Nixon made it clear that he 
was not going to be forced out of 
office by the scandal. He led into his 
remarks by saying he was not going 
to follow his doctors’ orders to slow 
down and get more rest. 


“ 1 feel we have so little time in the 
position we have and so much to do. 
At the end of three and one-half 
vears, when we look back we don’t 


want to feel that one day we might 
have done something more for peace 
in the world,” he said. 
The President said he was not 
trying to appear heroic. He said 
everyone in the White House “feels 
that way.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Robert 
C. Mardian, a key Nixon campaign 
official, testified today he was told 
shortly after the Watergate bugging 
that the raid was just part of a wide- 
ranging 
espionage 
operation 
authorized 
and 
approved 
by 
President Nixon. 
Mardian, appearing for a second 
day before the Senate Watergate 
Committee, also said he had been 
told at that time that John N. 
Mitchell, former attorney general 
and Nixon campaign manager, knew 
of the bugging operation in advance 
and 
authorized 
a 
$250,000 
intelligence-gathering budget from 


which it was financed. 
But Mardian told the senators he 
“didn’t put much credence” in 
allegations of Nixon’s involvement 
and “could be mistaken” about what 
he 
remembers 
hearing 
about 
Mitchell. 
Mardian, 
a 
close 
friend 
of 
Mitchell’s for many years, was an 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of the Justice Department’s Internal 
Security Division until May, 1972, 
when he joined the Nixon campaign 
as a Mitchell deputy. He denied any 
involvement in the Watergate affair 
other than as a lawyer after the 
June 17,1972 bugging arrests. 
Minier cleared 
by Grand Jury 


District Attorney David D. Minier 
and his former deputy, A. Barry 
Cappello, have been cleared of any 
wrongdoing in a report handed down 
by the 1973 Santa Barbara County 
Grand Jury. 
The Grand Jury had culminated a 
nearly year-old probe into what 
part, if any, the two men had in 
questionable real estate deals with 
Oakdale Manor, a realty corporation, 
and with three men convicted of

Cappello subsequently had left the 
district attorney’s office and was 
appointed as Santa Barbara city 


attorney. 
Capello, while chief trial deptuy 
for Minier, had represented Oakdale 
Manor, but had claimed he had 
withdrawn from such work prior to 
a formal investigation by his office 
of the corporation. 
Newspaper

and Cappello had

engaged in numerous real estate 
transactions 
which 
involved 
Oakdale Manor officers. 
The 
Grand 
Jury 
report 
said 
Capello’s representation of Oakdale 
Manor had not compromised any 
district attorney investigation of the 
corporation or its officers. 


Cannery workers on strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) ~ A 
strike by more than 65,000 cannery 
workers in the nation’s largest farm 
state is endangering hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of crops 
and threatens to drive food prices 
even higher. 
California agricultural officials 
said that if the strike lasts more 
than three days “we’re in critical 
condition.” 
The strike by Teamsters Union 
members employed in 70 canneries 
throughout the state comes at the 
height of the peach and pear harvest 
and at the start of tomato picking. 
California produces 80 per cent of 
the 
nation’s 
processing 
tomato 
supply. 


Cannery workers walked off their 
jobs when a strike deadline passed 
at 
10 
a.m . 
Thursday 
while 
negotiations were still going on in 
Washington, D.C., for a new labor 
agreement. 
Negotiators scheduled more talks 
in Washington for today. 
Federal mediator W. J. Usery, 
Jr., said there had been “ some 
progress” in the Washington talks 
“ but there are still wide differences 
of opinion.” 
The major obstacle to agreement 
is a union demand for payment of 
overtime after 40 hours work or on 
the sixth day. State law permits 
canneries to pay straight time rates 
for sixday, 48-hour work weeks.

group had performed “other jobs” 
successfully 
with 
presidential 
approval —including the September, 
1971, burglary of the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist and 
the 
spiriting away from Washington of 
controversial 
ITT 
lobbyist 
Dita 
Beard. 


“ 1 didn’t put any credence in that 
when he told me other than 1 did 
when he told me he had shredded 
$100 bills,” Mardian said. 
In 
the 
sam e conversation. 
Mardian said, Liddy told him that 
Mitchell had authorized a $‘250,000 
budget for political intelligence and 
espionage 
—the 
schemes 
that 
hatched Watergate. 
“ Maybe 
the use of the 
word 
‘budget’ is wrong,” Mardian 
said. 
“ He may have said it was ‘financed’ 
with the approval of Mr. Mitchell 
and the White House ... 


“ 1 wasn’t believing much of it. 1 
was 
taking 
it as 
defensive 
statements justifying his conduct.” 
But, Mardian said, he didn’t press 
Liddy for details because he was “ in 
shock” about the broad picture of 
political espionage that Liddy was 
painting. 


It was not until the nationally 
televised Senate hearings began two 
months ago, Mardian testified, that 
he was told Mitchell had known of 
the bugging —this time by campaign 
colleague Frederick C. LaRue, who 
testified to the committee earlier 
this week.

Cost of 
living up 
in June 


WASHINGTON (UPI i - The cost 
of living took another big jump in 
June 
before 
President 
Nixon’s 
Phase 111 price freeze took effect, 
rising 0.7 per cent —mainly because 
of sharp price increases for food, 
gasoline and fuel oil, the govern­ 
ment said today. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, reporting only 
two days after Nixon unveiled plans 
for his fourth attempt to control 
inflation, said that food prices in 
supermarkets went up 17 per cent 
between May and June before the 
June 13 freeze. Fruit and vegetable 
prices soared 4.9 per cent. 
Despite the ceiling placed on meat 
prices in late March, retail meat 
prices went up 0.5 per cent in June, 
the BLS said. 
Food prices, which have increased 
15.7 per cent over a year ago, are 
expected to rise sharply again in the 
coming weeks because of the Phase 
IV lifting of the freeze on retail fo(^ 
prices. Beef prices will remain 
frozen until Sept. 12. 
Gasoline prices, probably due to 
the fuel shortage, rose 2.6 per cent 
in June, while prices for fuel oil and 
coal increased 1.8 per cent 


In each of the past five months, 
ever 
since 
Nixon 
in 
January 
replaced the mandatory Phase H 
price 
controls 
with 
the 
looser 
voluntary controls of Phase III, 
prices have gone up at least 0.6 per 
cent each month, ranging from 0.6 
per cent in May to 0.9 per cent in 
March. 
Most of this increase has been due 
to food prices. Food price increases 
during this period have ranged from 
1.0 per cent in May to 2.6 per cent in 
March. 


The BLS said average weekly 
earnings of rank and file workers 
increased $2.68 in June to $145 13 
But it said the average weekly take 
home pay of a married worker with 
three dependents declined 0 1 per 
cent in .May 
The BLS said its Consumer f*rice 
Index (CPI) was 132 4 in June, 
which is 5 9 per cent above a year 
ago.

LaRue said he had cautioned against 
wiretapping the Democrats as “ risky” 
when he first heard the scheme proposed 
but somehow he was drawn into the cover- 
up. He said he ended up paying $242,000 in

$7,500 for his own expenses. 
Mardian said 
he 
was shocked and 
repelled by what Liddy told him June 20, 
1972, at that meeting in LaRue’s apartment

But, said Mardian, he had interviewed 
Liddy that day in his role as an attorney 
and so the lawyer-client privilege—the 
obligation of a lawyer to preserve the 
secrecy 
of 
his

confessions 
—prevented him from going to anyone, 
even President Nixon, to tell about the 
crime of Watergate or the crime of the 
cover-up.

Prices taking big jumps up 


I ’nited Press International 
The impact of the Phase IV price hikes hovered 
somewhere between the wholesaler and the retailer today 
Only the mechanics of marketing and the speed of the mails 
stopped immediate increases in the price of food in many 
cities, a U PI survey showed. 
“ Take a good look at that meat,” said a supermarket 
meat manager in Birmingham, Ala. “ You’ll never see it at 
those prices again 
“ I’ve never seen prices go up this fast,” said David 
Traver. president of East Tennessee Packing Co. of 
Knoxville, who announced a $4 per hundredweight increase 
in the price of hogs Illinois livestock markets reported all- 
time high prices for pork, which is currently in short 
supply, 
with 
hikes 
of 
between 
$4 
and 
$5.50 
per 
hundredweight. 


The view from the other side of the counter was morose. 
In New York, Alice Monroe, a shopper at a Bohack 
supermarket, said, “ Really, I don't know what I will do. 
The prices will get higher and my monthly income will stay 
the same I ’m worried sick about it." 


“ Right now we have to see where we stand,” said a 
spokesman for the Publix grocery chain in Miami. “ We 
have to get the guidelines first Hopefully they will arrive 


by Monday.” Other food retailers also said they would have 
to wait for details of the new program to be sent to them 
Many said they would wait for wholesale prices to change 
before they posted new prices 
Under the new economic program announced this week, 
only the food and health industries are allowed to raise 
prices now Other portions of the economy will have to wait 
until Aug 12. 
“ It is going to have to be on a dollar-for-dollar basis, 
said Rendall Ayers, spokesman for Safeway’s Denver 
division, which includes Colorado, Wyoming and parts of 
neighboring states. “ We couldn't increase any price 
arbitrarily until we had the wholesale cost to us from our 
supplier Then all we can pass along to the consumer is the 
amount of the increase ” 


In Texas, prices of pork, eggs and other foods jumped 
sharply Thursday, according to the state Agriculture 
Department. Wholesale egg prices were already on the rise 
and expected to increase 10 cents a dozen in the next week 
on the retail level, making them about 85 cents for grade a 
large eggs. 


Associated Milk Producers, Inc , the nation s largest 
milk marketing cooperative, said it will increase its prices 
as much as 10 percent in 20 states from Texas to Illinois

Moretti levels charges 
at major oil firms 


SACRAMENTO ( U P I » — Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
has cited statistics he said showed major California oil 
companies are attempting to drive smaller independent 
operators out of business. 


The state Board of Equalization figures were included in 
a letter sent to Attorney General Evelle J 
Younger 
Thursday in which the Van Nuys Democrat asked Younger 
to investigate oil industry trade practices in the state. 
Moretti made the same request to Younger last month 


The statistics showed a 16.5 per cent reduction in the 
small distributors and retailers share of the taxable 
gasoline distributions in the first four months of this year 


“ This means there has been a significant decline on the 
part of the smaller, independent operators in their 
relationship with the major oil companies. ” Moretti said 


“ If this trend continues for the remainder of the year, the 
small distributors’ share of the market will be reduced by 
two-thirds,” he added. “ By the time the Washington debate 
regarding voluntary versus mandatory allocation control 
ends, the point may be moot. ” 


Moretti said that "from the viewpoint of this observer, 
the possibility of an attempt by big oil to destroy its 
opposition seems plausible ’’ 


A spokesman for Younger, a contender for the 1974 
Republican gubernatorial nomination, said there would be 
no comment until the letter was received 


Moretti. a contender for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, also cited statistics from the Oil and Gas 
Journal which indicated “ a very strange pattern of gasoline 
pricing " 


The figures showed the price of regular gasoline varied 
widely on a weekly basis in Los Angeles, San Diego and San 
Francisco in 1971 and most of 1972, Moretti said

United States Senator Alan Cranston, a former newsman, 
has been in the forefront in the battle to preserve a 
reporter’s right to maintain the confidentiality of his 
sources. 
He has porposed a federal law to preserve this right and 
rohibit the jading of a newsman for refusing to disclose 
is sources 
His efforts have been spurred by a rash of jailings by the 
courts of reporters who have refused to divulge source 
information to the police, grand juries and the courts. 
Although numerous states have enacted laws extending 
immunity from contempt proceedings in such cases, there 
has never been a federal law dealing with the subject. 
But even in states with the protective laws the present 
statutes have been thrown into a gray area by court 
decisions And, in the absence of a specific federal law, the 
U.S. Supreme Court has held the constitutional guarantee 
of freedom of the press does not extend to reporter 
privilege 
Cranston initially proposed a single sentence bill 
designed to afford reporter protection It was limited to the 
federal level 
But at the request of the American 
Newspaper Association he has sponsored a broader 
measure which blankets state and local governments. 
Joining with Cranston in sponsoring the bill is Senator 
Edward Kennedy who serves on the Judiciary Committee 
which must pass on the bill 
The protection would apply to both civil and criminal 
proceedings It establishes procedures which would enable 
a reporter to block subpeonas and prohibits compulsory 
testimony or production of notes. 
“ Finally,’ 
said Cranston, “ it includes definitions of 
“ newsman and “ news media" to prevent the courts from 
coming up with their own definitions and applying the 
protection too narrowly " 
Consideration of the Cranston bill however has been 
deferred by committee chairman Senator Sam Ervin due to 
his preoccupation with the WateFgate hearings. 
Cranston is hopeful that Ervin will incorporate the 
essentials of the bill into his own committee bill. 
He said Ervin agrees with many of the concepts of the bill 
but a crucial unresolved matter is his “ belief that the 
protection should be withheld in any case in which a 
reporter has allegedly witnessed a crime.” 
“ As chairman of the committee, “ Cranston explained, 
“and as one of the great Constitutional scholars and 
statesmen of the Senate, Sam Ervin is the key to passage of 
any legislation affecting the First Amendment rights.” 
It would seem the wise course for Senator Cranston 
would be to defer to Senator Ervin on the eyewitness issue. 
This does not seem to the point of the confidential source 
issue If a reporter does see a crime committee it would 
seem he has a duty to report it and be available as a 
witness It is difficult to see where this involves a violation 
of a confidential source 
And protection of such sources by the reporter is vital to 
his job 
As Cranston 
points out, 
‘Watergate has 
demonstrated to even our critics, that a press that is truly 
free, free to gather news as well as print it, is an 
indispensable watchdog against corruption and abuse of 
power in government ” 
“ And. 
he adds, “ time is on our side. We are gaming 
support.”

Poor Sammy Hog. 
He lives with two other hogs, but 
he 
doesn’t 
receive 
the 
special 
treatment they do. For example, 
Sassy Hog and Calvin Hog were 
given a refreshing bath in the hot 
Tuesday 
afternoon. 
They 
were 
scrubbed with a hard brush soaked 
in Bold and Joy, rinsed off with 
water from a garden hose, and 
rubbed down with hand lotion. 
All that Sammy Hog could do was 
squeal as he watched from the pen. 
It was unfair as hell, he snorted. 
Most likely Sammy would keep his 
mouth shut if he knew why his 
penmates are being treated like 
privileged characters. It’s because 
next week they’ll be judged and, if 
they win a blue ribbon, auctioned off 
at the Santa Barbara County Fair in 
Santa Maria. Shortly after that 
they’ll 
be 
made 
into 
a 
ham 
sandwich. 
These two ill-fates hogs live — if 
you’ll pardon the expression - high 
on the hog for a while at least. They 
are the 4-H swine projects of Leslie 
George, 13 and her sister Erin, 11. 


It has not been an easy project for 
these two young girls. Since last 
month Harold and Helen George 
have awakened their two daughters 
at 6 a.m. to take Sassy and Calvin 
for a walk. The girls walk them up 
and down a steep hill in back of the 
barn and corral located on Jalama 
Road 
across 
from 
the 
George 
residence. 


“That keeps them t irrn, explains 
Erin. 
Twice a day now Sassy and Calvin 
are walked while Sammy has to stay 
behind. He does get to drink a lot of 
water and eat cracked corn, barley, 
lettuce, pig Purina, and finisher as 
they do. And many times he gets a 
water hose turned on him as they do. 
According to Leslie, hogs can not 
perspire so they are sprinkled down 
twice daily and kept in the shade 
during hot afternoons. 
As 
Lompoc 
Floresta 
4-Her’s 
Leslie and Erin have three reasons 
for taking on a swine project (they 
also 
have 
clothing 
projects). 
Knowledge is the first reason. 
This is Leslie's third year and 
Erin's second year at raising a 
market hog. They buy a ten week 
old, 55 pound pig in March and enter 
a 190 to 230 pound hog for fair 
judging in July. (After 100 pounds a 
pig is a hog.) 
With the help of booklets and 
manual, 
Floresta 
swine 
leader, 
Billy Carter, and their father (who 
lived on a pig farm as a boy), Leslie 
and Erin have learned how to 
properly raise and care for hogs of 
their own. The girls’ objective is to 
produce a blue ribbon winner. 
This is where the second reason - 
profit - comes in. The girls' hogs will 
compete Tuesday against 150 other 
hogs raised by members in other 4-H 
chapters of Santa Barbara County. 
If Leslie and Erin haven't done a 
good job, their swine project will be 
given a red ribbon. This means their 
hog can’t be auctioned off at the fair 


at double or more the market price 
as are blue ribbon hogs. Red ribbon 
hogs are sold on the open market or 
slaughtered for the family to eat. 
A blue ribbon means that a 4-Her 
will net a profit of about $100. A red 
ribbon means he’ll break even after 
all the invested time and work. 
So far, Leslie and Erin have been 
awarded 
blue 
ribbons for their 
swine projects. But each year about 
half of the 4-H members with swine 
projects are surprised and unhappy 
about the judging. 
“It’s really a challenge to get 
(your hog) just right,’’ Leslie says. 
The judges look for a hog with 
trim underline, good strong leg 
bones, firm but deep bulging hams, 
etc., in a blue ribbon hog. A red 
ribbon hog has a flabby underline, 
fatty hams, and a short side. 
As a project, the swine must be 
owned by the 4-H member at least 
120 days before the fair. The hog 
must weigh between 190 and 230 
pounds on weigh-in day, the day 
before judging. 
For the last month, Mr. George 
has helped his girls weigh Sassy and 
Calvin. The hogs’ weight must be 
closely controlled and this is the 
hardest part of having a swine 
project, Erin said. 
Mr. and Mrs. George support their 
daughters’ swine project interest 
because they feel it teaches them 
responsibility. From March to the 
last day of the county fair in July, 
Leslie and Erin must feed and care 
for their animals. 
During this time, the girls look 


forward to fair week. This is the 
third reason they have a swine 
project. 
For Leslie and Erin,it’ll be a week 
of cokes, tacos and seeing the stage 
show. They’ll see the other 4-H 
animal 
judgings 
(horse, 
sheep, 
lamb, and others), and the auction 
on Friday while keeping their as­ 
signed Floresta hog pen clean. 
This 
year 
35 
Floresta 
4-H 
members will enter nearly all of the 
animal projects. Many will also 
enter other 4-H projects such as 
clothing and canning. Leslie and 
Erin and first year 4-H member, 
Cathy Anderson, age 9, are the only 
Floresta 
members 
with 
swine 
projects. , 
A closing sad note to this story is 
the last good-bye to Sassy and 
Calvin on the final night of the fair. 
After four months one gets attached 
to even a hog, Leslie notes. 


“It’s like a pet you give up,” she 
compared. 
Leslie cried when she had to leave 
her first hog three years ago. 
Although she and Erin have learned 
to better handle such partings, they 
dread that last hour. 


This year, however, they have 
something to come back to: Sammy, 
their father’s hog. He’ll still be 
there, probably feeling lonely in the 
absence 
of 
Sassy 
and 
Calvin’s 
companionshiD 
and 
Leslie 
and 
Erin’s regular visits. 
He won’t brood about it long, 
though. Soon he will be made into a 
pork roast.

The Bureau of Reclamantion announced the additional 
water was available from the big reservoir in Santa Ynez 
Valley, and all water purveyors were contacted. 
Those wanting to share the 180 acre feet were Goleta 
County Water District, Montecito County Water District 
and Carpinteria County Water District. 
Others did not want additional water, according to 
Norman Caldwell, county public works director, who 
handles staff work as well for the County Water Agency.

Planners reject new

rezoning and general plan amendment chages for the 27- 
acre property sought for development by Harley Barling, of 
Wasco. 
A massive neighborhood protest against the major two- 
way development was apparently bolstered by opposition 
from established commercial interests in the area as well. 
The Barling plan had been to set up a shopping center 
adjacent to the present Fairview commercial center, and 
close by the Fairview Elementary School 


More than 920 signatures were filed against the project 
Gary Ricks, attorney spokesman for a large number of the 
opponents, said such a development could “very well be the 
straw to break the camel’s back, leading to need for a new 
high school or junior high school in the area.’

NEW YORK (UPI i - The National and American Leagues, with an assist 
from Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, gave the 44th All-Star game back to 
America’s baseball fans today in moves that overrode the naivete of the 
managers of the two squads. 
Yes fans in Kansas City's new stadium and on the TV tube. July 24, are 
likely to see Willie Mays, perhaps the most exciting player of the last 25 
years, perform for the Nationals and Nolan Double and Near Triple No- 
Hit” Ryan make an appearance for the Americans. 
Mays and Ryan were added to the respective squads Thursday after Kuhn 
granted the two leagues permission to increase their squads by one man 
apiece. 
The moves by baseball’s three top executives came after the rival 
managers—Sparky Anderson of the Cincinnati Reds and Dick Williams of 
the Oakland A s-had failed to include Mays or Ryan on their squads. 
Making their selections on the basis of current professional excellence, the 
managers concluded that Mays and Ryan did not measure up to those 
standards. 
What they overlooked—and what Kuhn, National League President 
Charles Feeney and American League President Joe Cronin realized-is 
that the All-Star game is one of the game’s showcase events and has been 
popularized over the years since 1933 as “ the fans’ game’’ The desire of the 
fans to see old favorites as opposed to young players having better seasons 
has been evident in nationwide balloting 
Mays’ presence on the NL squad is a concession that the fans want to see 
No. 24 take one more turn around—perhaps his last—with the greats of the 
game even though his skills may be diminishing. Ryan s presence on the AL 
squad is an acknowledgement that the same fans want to see a pitcher who 
has pitched two no-hitters and come within an inning of another in the last 
two months face the cream of the NL's hitters.

If you find there are one or 
two clubs in your golf set that

10. The Serve (II) 


For the toss, the ball Is 
held In the fingers of the left 
hand, never in the palm. The 
object Is to place the ball in 
the air with complete accura­ 
cy. Accuracy is obtained at 
the last possible moment, 
which m eans when the left 
arm has straightened and is 
pointing directly upwards. As 
the right arm starts its wind­ 
up, the left arm m oves up­ 
ward slowly until it is com ­ 
pletely extended. Then the 
fingertips (thumb and first 
two fingers) shot-put the ball 
upward. 


The object is to place the 
ball about six Inches to the 
right and 12 inches in front of 
the body — to the right b e ­ 
cause this enables the player 
to put spin on the serve, and 
to the front so that the play­ 
ers’ weight can move into the 
ball. The toes should be high 
enough so that the server can 
hit it on the center of the 
racket when arm and racket 
are fully extended. 


For the hit, the racket and 
arm move to form an almost 
straight line. The racket trails 


slightly behind the wrist since 
the object is to hit the ball 
with a wrist snap.

Welcome to the bench 


The press, which has been wrestling 
with problems of ethical standards and 
regulation of the profession since well 
before Vice President Spiro Agnew, is 
going to have to make room on its worry 
bench for newcomers. 
It is being joined by, of all professions, 
the law. 
In the fallout from Watergate, the legal 
profession has been doing some soul- 
searching at seeing so many of its own, 
including a former attorney general and 
the President’s personal lawyer, involved 
in the affair, some admitting to or charged 
with actual criminal acts. 
The new president of the American Bar 
Association, Chesterfield Smith, is calling 
for a tightening of professional discipline, 
including establishment of a national

watchdog unit. 
And 
it is likely that 
overhauling of disciplinary machinery in 
most states initiated by a 1970 Supreme 
Court study of the problem will be 
accelerated. 
But the question of how and how much to 
regulate are not easily answered, legal 
spokesmen point out. Law, although a 
public interest, is practiced by private 
individuals. Regulation can impinge upon 
such basic constitutional rights as due 
process 
and 
free 
speech, 
on 
sacred 
traditions such as confidentiality and 
freedom of choice, and numerous other 
considerations peculiar to the profession, 
the importance of which often may be fully 
understood only by those within . 
It should all sound familiar to the press. 
Welcome to the bench.

Of the $75,000, $20,000 came out of 
what Spater called “ noncorporate” 
funds. The balance, however, was 
corporate 
money and 
in direct 
violation of the law. Under the law 
any officer or director can be made 
liable for crim inal penalties. 
M any 
of 
th e 
c o r p o r a te 
contributors, it is believed by those 
who have studied the list, skirted the 
law. They did this by what has been 
aptly called “ home laundering” of 
the 
money 
given 
to 
campaign 
so licito rs. 
Com pany 
o fficers, 
including those fairly far down the 
line, are tapped for contributions 
which 
they 
give 
allegedly 
as 
individuals. 
Then the company reim burses the 
individuals 
through 
C hristm as 
bonuses 
or 
tem p o rary 
w age 
increases covering the income tax 
on the added compensation as well 
as the principal contributed to a 
political campaign. Both political 
parités have in the past sanctioned 
this practice. It is one of the most 
corrupting forms of business tie-in 
to government favors. 
Cox is said to be studying the 
possibility of ferreting out this kind 
of evasion of the present law. Even

carefully they may have laundered 
their contributions — is not ruled 
out. 
Confession is not only good for the

The airlines case has sim ilarities to 
that of high-flying financier Robert 
L. Vesco. Vesco, who has now fled

campaign. For their part in that 
deal form er campaign director John 
N. Mitchell and T reasurer Maurice 
Stans have been indicted on three 
counts of conspiring to obstruct 
justice and six counts of perjury. 
The way in which the secret list 
has been handled — or mishandled 
— is of a piece with the backing and 
filling, the denial and counterdenial, 
of the White House through the 
whole 
ghastly 
W atergate 
mess. 
Putting out the entire list would 
have made it a three- or four-day 
story and the White House could 
have done this, since the court 
injunction on secrecy applies only to 
those involved in the case. 
As it is, new sensations will

during 
w a rm e r 
w e a th er 
when 
the 
tem peratures inside a parked car or 
trunk reach a very high degree 
Even if there is no overflow, fumes 
are certainly generated. It isn’t 
difficult to imagine what would 
happen to a car in such a condition if 
there were a crash. 
Also, fumes or spilled gasoline 
obviously create a smoking danger, 
and even a spark from some metal 
object tossed into the area where 
the extra gas can is located could set 
off an explosion. 
And anybody who has ever carried 
gasoline in an auto, other than in the 
tank, knows how long the fumes 
perm eate. 
If we shouldn’t carry extra gas in 
cans, what should we do to avoid

SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
A lthough 
long-winded 
gibberish is stoutly rooted 
as 
one 
of 
bureaucracy’s 
most 
insufferable 
by­ 
products, there is a way to 
make use of it. 
Take Suzanne Schroeder, 
lor instance. She collects it 
The slim, 
27-year-old 
state worker has for the 
past two years compiled the 
brightest gems of “ official ’ 
writing abuses and misuses 
in a monthly column she 
edits for a state agency 
newsletter. 
She 
calls 
it 
“ gobbledygook ' 
A sample: 
"In 
potential 
Problem 
Analysis, 20-20 hindsight in 
reverse 
is 
applied 
to 
identify 
future 
problems 
that may keep the plan from 
being successful." — From 
a 
training 
manual given 
department managers. 
Frequently, although she 
admits it is “ not always 
possible," Miss Schroeder 
includes a translation for 
the benefit of her readers. 
For the above, she offers 
the 
plausible 
explanation 
that 
20-20 
hindsight 
in 
reverse means simply good 
foresight. 
The point of her column, 
besides entertainment, 
is 
“ war 
on 
gobbledygook," 
which she defines as: “ A 
word 
to 
describe 
the 
indirect 
and 
roundabout 
expressions that cloud the 
mind of those that use them 
as well as those that try to 
read them.” 
Some examples: 
“ The 
o ccu p ation al 
incidence of the demand 
change 
is 
unlikely 
to 
c o i n c i d e 
w ith 
the 
occupational profile of those 
r e g i s t e r e d 
at 
the 
em ployment 
o f f i c e / ’ 
—From a Department of 
Labor publication. 
The translation: The jobs 
may not fit the people. 
“ the objective of this 
pilot study is to process 
transactions 
documents 
generated 
from 
these 
departments 
in 
a 
more 
rapid and accurate manner. 
The 
effort 
includes 
a 
substantial training process 
and major changes in the 
method by which documents 
flow If this pilot effort is 
effective, there will be a 
major improvement in the 
speed with which transac­ 
tions 
processing 
is 
completed.” —From a state 
Personnel Board report. 
The translation. 
If we 
succeed, we will have been 
successful. 
Occasionally 
there 
are 
cases of official double-talk 
that need no translation. 
Here is Miss Schroeder s 
favorite: 
Worker s 
account 
of 
accident —“ When I pushed 
the file drawer closed, my 
right thumb got caught in 
the drawer." 
Supervisors account of 
the 
s a m e 
a c c i d e n t 
—“ Failure of employe to 
accurately estimate drawer 
closure speed for timely 
removal of digit." 
That also illustrates one 
of 
Miss 
Schroeder’s 
pet 
t h e o r i e s 
— 
that 
gobbledygook is a product of 
supervisors 
and 
middle- 
level executives. 
“ Those at the very top are 
pretty good writers. I guess 
that's one of the reasons 
they re at the top," she 
says 
“ And 
ordinary 
employes 
seem 
to 
have 
little 
trouble 
making 
themselves understood, al­ 
though they don't always 
have to write as much." 
Then 
there 
are 
those 
cases that defy definition.
